Atlanta's multiplied thousands, which 
included that vast host of Automobile 
Week visitors, turned out yesterday 
morning to give a heroic reception to 
The Constitution’s Good Roads Relia- 
bility Contestants’ parade, which swept 
down Peachtree and Whitehall in an 
aisle of humanity which extended from 
the point of formation at Fifteenth and 
Peachtree streets to the period of dis- 
banding at Forsyth and Whitehall 
streets. 

Adown this stretch, alive with color 
and atune with sound, the hundreds of 
gaily bedecked automobiles swung in 
perfect alignment, being greeted with 
a continuous ovation from the begin- 
ning to the end. 

It was an ovation which warmed the 
cockles of the hearts of the contestants, 
162 strong, who had concluded their 
reliability runs into Atlanta on Tues- 
day from Savannah, Augusta, Dublin, 
Milledgeville, Macon, Fitzgerald, Al- 
bany, Athens and others. °

come to Atlanta whose warmth can 
only be measured by its magnitude.

week.

Their entries were among the many 
particular features of the parade. But 
no less inspiring than the parade itself 
was the vast crowd of interested specta- 
tors who surged to and fro as the 
parade approached and passed. 

Audience Was Continuous. 

This audience was continuous. Be- 
ginning with the residents, babies and 
nurse-maids in the vicinity of Ansley 
increasing 
nunbers until after the heart of At- 
lanta had been reached, and here the 
congestion, especially in the neiBhbor- 
hood of Alabama and Whitehall! streets, 
bordered on the point of suffocatior. 
This congested area extended down 
Whitehall street to the point where the 
parade disbanded, at the juncture of 
Forsyth and Whitehall streets. Ample 
warhing of the approach of the parade 
was given by the cooperation between 
Chief Cummings, at the head of the 
fire department, sounding the fire bell 
at nine strokes, and the ready response 
of the multitude of steam and siren 
whistles, who caught up the joyful 
sound and sent the echoes crashing 
and reechoing through the cavernous 
streets of the city and the high hills 
round about. 

After bedlam broke loose the specta- 
tors swarmed to the points of vantage. 
Nor were the Atlantans to have a mo- 
nopoly on this spectacular parade, for 
the thousands of visitors who had re- 
mained in the city for this magnificent 
spectacle were well repaid for the wait, 
and thes®, too, had points of interest, 
and vied with the Atlantans on cheer- 
ing the paraders as they whirled by.

Taken altogether. this is probably 
the most remarkable and certainly the 
most interesting real estate trade 
which has been made in Atlanta in 
years. 

The site was purchased from the 
Inman estate. then in the hands of 
receivers. for the sum named. At that 
time the price paid, a record-breaking 
price, was looked upon by many as 
being far above the true yalue of the 
site purchased. But the wisdom of 
President Smith in making this pur- 
chase has been vindicated since. For 
in less than a year this bank has real- 
ized a vrofit of over $20,000, including 
the year’s rents, aggregating over 
$5,000, which is one of the greatest 
pieces of appreciation in the value of 
real estete recorded in years. At this 
price the property braqught $4,545.46 
a front foot. a néw record.

J. L. Stowers, who represents 
Mora Automobile Company, of 
in Havana, and he adds

the southern isle that are enough to 
make the pleasure-seeking auto own- 
er pack up his machine and hie him- 
self hence in short order. Mr. Stowers, 
who is an American, has been in 
Havana fourteen years, and speaks 
French, Spanish and the Cuban jargon 
like a native, and also admits to hav- 
ing cultivated a strong liking for 
Havana, the Cubans and their pleas- 
ure-loving mode of life that is forgot- 
ten but once a year when he takes a 
flying trip to Manhattan and strolls 
along Broadway. 


“Caramba, vuelta abajo, allons en- 
frant de la patrie,” said Mr. Stowers at 
the Auto Show yesterday afternoon, 
ensconcing himself comfortably in one 
of the capacious cars of the Mora ex- 
hibit. .“Georgia has made wonderful 
progress in the matter of good roads, 
but there are half a dozen roads run- 
ning out from Havana, in as many 
different directions, that the automo- 
bilists can take for two hundred miles 
or more without encountering. stone, 
hole or hill, the road being of soft 
stone, tightly rolled, and as hard and 
smooth as asphalt. Just think of 
taking a two-hundred-mile spin along 
a road like that any evening that it 
takes your fancy, through a country 
filled with the luxuriant foliage of 
Cuba, and with pleasant places to stop 
every once in a whole or oftener. You 
people up here do not really appreciate 
what automobiling is until you have 
taken one of the two-hundred-mile 
pleasure jaunts. 

Cuba Ought to Talk Some. 

“I wonder that the government of 
Cuba does not take pains to call the 
attention of American tourists to the 
magnificent opportunities for joy-rid- 
ing in the isle. Since the matter has 
been called to my attention, I shall 
take steps to do some missionary work 
and advertising of the fact myself, as 
I have no doubt that scores of Ameri- 
cans would troop down there in a 
hurry if they only knew the unexplored 
paradise that awaits them. Machines 
can be taken in free of duty and kept 
there six months, and there is no 
bothersome license or number to be 
taken out, nor other regulations to 
worry about. The government builds 
the roads. The various counties have 
nothing to do with them. The gov- 
ernment plans and lays them out, and 
afterwards maintains them. This is 
the system that should be followed 
here. In that way, your roads would 
be uniform, and not of a certain 
width through one county, according to 
the plans, ideas and parsimony of one 
set of county commissioners, and of 
another width and character through 
the adjoining county. 

Craze Has Not Struck Cuba. 

“The craze for automobiling has not 
yet struck Cuba with the full force 
that you are experiencing ip this coun- 
try, but when it does, the Latin, fiery 
of temperament, wi!ll probably go his 
more phlegmatic northern brother one 
better and desire a machine that wil! 
burn nitroglycerin instead of wAaso- 
line, because they are fast enough 
when they get started. At present there 
are any number of very high-grade au- 
tomobiles in Havana, the most costly. 
however, averaging only $18,000, while 
there are any number of machines in 
New York costing more than that. The 
Cuban has not as yet gone in for rac- 
ing, and prefers the luxury of slow 
riding with a beautiful senorita, etce., 
out to one of the resorts that dot the 
surrounding country. Most of the ma- 
chines seen there up to a late date 
wére the German and French machines, 
as American manufacturers had not 
gone into that territory: We are push- 
ing into it now, however, and are 
Sradually getting the trade over to 
this side of the water. The Cuban 
does not go in for a low-priced car. 
He does not balk at the price of o 
good medium-priced car, and these are 
the only kind that would command 
any sale in the isle. We can make the 
medium-priced machine just as good as 
the German or French maker, and sell 
it for $1,000 less, so we shall probably 
monopolize the trade, now that we 
have started for it.”

TAFT OUTLINES 
ANNUAL MESSAGE 


In Last Speech of His 
13,000-Mile Journey. 


Speaking at Richmond, Presi- 
dent Announces What He 
Would Like for Congress to 
Do in the Way of Legislation. 
His Attitude Towards South. 


Richmond, Va., November 10.—‘“Dur- 
ing my sixty days’ of travel, there 
has been a moment or two of delibera- 
tion, and during that time I have been 
studving what it is the duty of an ex- 
ecutive to recommend to an incoming 
congress in respect to future legisla- 
tion, and when I think of the number 
of things congress ought to do, I am 
staggered lest it may not find time tc 


do them.” 

In the final speech of his 13,000-mlle 
trip through the west and south, be- 
fore an immense audience this after- 
noon, President Taft thus prefaced a 
preliminary statement of some of the 
recommendations his first annual mes- 
Sage to congress would contain. 

What Taft Favors. 

He declared himself in favor of the 
reclamation of arid lands in the west, 
and of issuing of bonds for the pur- 
pose, and of some government control 
over water power sites and coal and 
phosphate lands, “so that they may not 
come into the hands of one controlling 
corporation, but may be retained by 
the government, with the power to re- 
strict the prices at which the coai, or, 
at least at which the power is sold, to 
prevent the absorption into one com- 
mand of all the power on the con- 
tinent.” 

The anti-trust law, he declared, needs 
enforcing, and the interstate commerce 
law amenament, “in order to give the 
interstate commerce § tribunai more 
power to prevent the delays which are 
now incident to appeals to the courts.” 

He voiced his favor of a postal say- 
ings bank, and declared that “We must 
improve our legal procedure so as to 
make it both in criminal and civil 
cases more simple, more rapid, and 
less expensive; ang 1 mean to recom- 
mend to congress the appointment of 
a commission to take up that sub- 
ject.” 

Mr. Taft said he believed the time had 
come for the organization of a federal] 
health bureau. 

Taft’s Attitude to South, 

“When | was in the south before,” 
he said, “and before I came to be 
president, but when I had a reason- 
able expectation of succeeding to that 
office, 1 saiq that 1 was anxious, se 
far as the executive could, to show to 
the southern people that in the eye 
of the executive and the administra- 
tion at Washington they were as 
closely a part of the union, and as 
much entitled to its consideration in 
every respect, as any other part of 
the country. That I said it was not 
possibie for the executive to show oth- 
er than in speech, except by the ap- 
pointment to federal office of men 
whose appointment would commend it- 
self to the communities in which they 
live, that they might regard these ap- 
pointees not as agents of an alien gov- 
ernment, but aS representing their own 
government. Now, insofar as I have 
been able, I have attempted to carry 
out that policy. A year has not yet 
elapsed, and you must give me three 
more years in order to demonstrate my 
sincerity in that regard. 

North Admires Heroes of South. 

“We have reached a point in this 
country ‘when We can look back, not 
without love, not without intense pride, 
but without partisan passion, to the 
events of the civil war,’ continued the 
president. ‘“‘We have reached a point, 
‘I am glad to say, when the north can 
‘admire to the full the heroes of the 
‘south, and the south admire to the 
j full the heroes of the north. 

‘T am glad to say,that in my own 
jalma mater of Yale we have establish- 
ed an association for the purpose of 
‘erecting within her academic precincts 
a memorial not to the northern Yale 
‘men who died, not to the southern Yale 
‘men who died, but to the Yale men 
lwho died in the civil war. And so it ts 
that I venture to hope that the project 
suggested by my predecessor, President 
Roosevelt, may be alluded to by me 
with approval and the expression of 
the hope that it is coming to fruition, 
to-wit, that there should be a great 
memorial in honor of General Robert 
E. Lee in the establishment of what he 
himself would value most highly, @ 
great school of engineering at Wasnh- 
ington and Lee University, and I take 
this opportunity to express my deep 
sympathy in that movement and my 
desire to aid it in every way possible, 
and proper.”

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| Why Divinity Student Became a Hangman 


(From The New York World.) 

Who has not at one time or another 
formed in their imagination some idea 
of how a hangman would look if they 
should meet one face to face? Yet how 
few have really ever seen a hangman, 
to know him for one. 

Nevertheless, in the popular estima- 
tion he is usually a_ conscienceless, 
coarse-faced, wholly unfeeling being, 
who comes swaggering up from his 
hiding place in search of much no- 
toriety and a little gold—his pitiful re- 
ward for relieving squeamish officials 
of an odous faw-made duty. 

There is. however, one among these 
men apart who would cause you to 
wonder if, after casually meeting him, 
you were told that he was Frank E. 
Johnston, known afar as “The Hang- 
man of New Orleans.” Your eyes would 
probably blink incredulously, too, when 
you were told further that the small, 
genteel-looking hand you had just 
grasped had sent 43 souls hustling into 
eternity by warrant of the law. 

Serene, Intellectual Face. 
/ Then, when you had looked again 
{nto Johnston’s serene and really in- 
tellectual face, with its comstant and 
frankly sympathetic little smile hover- 
ing about his mouth, you would prob- 
ably become interested. When vou had 
taken in the well-shaped head, with 
its thick black hair, and looked again 
into his steady-gazing, thoughtful dark 
blue eyes, beneath brows inclined to be 
a little bushy—when, in fine, your look 
had swept again over the entire 5 feet 
11 inches of the man and noted his 
confident, yet modest, easy poise, you 
would probably ejaculate, “Impossible!” 

Yes, this is Johnston as you will 
find him—a man who, at 18 years, Was 
studying for the priesthood, and at 21 
became a hangman. He does not look 
even his 39 years, and certainly there 
fs nothing in his face or manner that 
suggests a famous master of the 
grim art of breaking men’s necks. 
Somehow, as you look at him—neatly 
but plainly dressed, composed in man- 
ner. and thoughtful in mien—eand talk 
with him, the thought comes to you 
{hat this man could have nmnede a dif- 
ferent place for himself in the world 
had he tried. Your preconceived no- 
tions about Johnston, the hangman, 
too, are altogether upset. 

Visit to Expert Hangman. 

When I went to interview him at 
his lifelong home near Waveland, Miss., 
a quiet seaside resort 50 miles from 
New Orleans, my purpose was to in- 
quire into the report that he had in- 
vented a new kind of galiows—a kind 
that would not require a human hane 
to spring the trap. Moreover, I had 
learned that his experience in putting 
men to death had brought to his mind 
a new form of executiogp that would 
prove more ht™Mane than any now 
employed. 

As Johnston drove me in his single- 
horse surrey through the flat pine 
woods from the Waveland depot to 
hie neat little cottage about a mile 
back of the town, I had to assure him 
that Y was going to tell the truth 
about him before I could gain his en- 
tire confidence. 

“You see,” he said, “I have so often 
been painted as such a hideous charac- 
ter in sensational newspaper accounts 
of the executions I[ have conducted 
that I never hope to be understood or 
justly treated in nything that is 
written about me. Yet scarcely one of 
those who have wrigten of me and my 
motives in this work has ever talked 
ave minutes with m

“j became a hangman from an 

earnest, sympathetic desire to 
do this much for the first poor 
devil I saw about to be sub- 
jected to the bungling work of 
a man who, besides his igno- 
rance of the common sense pre- 
cautions to take to imsure a 
quick and successful execution, 
Wag mo nervous that he might 
have made any horrible mis- 
take.”—Frank E. Johnston, who 
has officiated at the deaths of 
43 men on the gallows. 
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they can’t be fair. I certainly don't 
execute men for any lve of it, or for 
the money that is paid me.” 

When we reached Johnston’s com- 
fortable looking home, with its care- 
fully kept flower garden in front, and 
rows of peach and pear trees border- 
ing the yard, he explained that his 
young wife, whom he married after 
the death of his first wife three years 
ago, had left the week before on a visit 
to her parents in San Jose, Cal. Then 
he pointed out his 16-year-old school 
boy son, his only child, who at the 
moment was playing with other boys 
in. a neighbor's yard. 

Reads “The Divine Pian.” 

Presently I followed Johnston into 
the house to get a drink of water. As 
we were passing through the neatly 
furnished sitting room I noted an open 
book lying on the center table. I 
paused to look at it. It was a worn 
volume, entitled “The White Plan of 
the Ages.” 

Turning and seeing me looking at the 
book, Johnston remarked, quletly: 

“]l was just reading a little before I 
drove to the train,” and he gave a cas- 
ual glance at the well-filled bookcase 
in a corner of the room. 

In a quick survey of the books it 
cecntained 1 saw that. with the excep- 
tion of a few school text-books, pre- 
sumably belonging to his son, they 
were nearly all either works treating 
of spiritual subjects or standard nev- 
els. The few others were the better 
class of the popular novels of the day. 
None of it was the sort of literature 
one would suspect a hangman of in- 
dulging in. 

Sitting on the porch a few minutes 
afterward, I asked Johnston to tell me 
frankly if ever he had uncomfortable 
thoughts over the grim work his hand 
had done as an executioner. He looked 
long and thoughtfully out over the 
rose bushes. 

“I will tell you frankly,” he said at 
length, “that I have never permitted 
myself to have thoughts that would 
make me uncomfortable. I know what 
you mean, and I am telling you the 
truth when I say that not once in my 
life has it ever gotten on my nerves. 
The human imagination, you know, 
will give a man lots of ‘shakes’ about 
many things if le lets it run away with 
him. I have simply put my will in con- 
trol of my imagination. 

Banishes Gallews From Mind. 

“To do this I have rigidly followed a 
rule that I laid down for myself from 
the moment my first execution was 
over. That rule Is that the instant my 


I don’t see why!official duties as executioner are fin- 


ished I put the whole business out of 
my mind—and keep it out. The pro- 
cess is not difficult if a man possesses 
& reasonably strong will. 

“Besides, when you have acquired an 
intimate knowledge of how resignedly 
the average condemned man meets 
death, once the last hope of life has 
left him, you’ wonder that you ever 
thought death a very horrible thing— 
that is, a quick, sure death, ea death 
from which there is absolutely no hope 
or escape. 

“Why, positively, you come to feel 
that once the condemned man has 
really ceased to hope for life, he is 
then morally dead, and you regard 
the mechanical means employed to pro- 
duce certain brief physical processes 
in the man’s body that are essential 
to the accomplishment of his quick ana 
sure legal death as a mere common- 
place operation, comparatively triviai 
in itself and of which he has no physi- 
cal sense. 

“And my observation leads me to be- 
lieve firmly that nine out of.ten con- 
demned men who have lost the last 
vestige of hope of executive clemency 
cease to feel such a dread of being 
executed as possessed them during the 
period of hoping, usually so cruelly 
long drawn out for them by the delays 
the law affords. Once their last bitter 
disappointment has come, their chief 
concern always is as to whether they 
are to goto a painful or painless death. 
Nothing else matters much. It is quick 
relief they want from their greatest 
torture—the power to think. And it is 
a merciful task to give them this re- 
lease as quickly and as painlessly as 
skill and training can do it. 


How He Entered the “Professional.” 


“I became a hangman from an ear- 
nest, sympathetic desire to do this much 
for the first poor devil I saw about to 
be subjected to the bungling work of 
a man who, besides his ignorance of 
the common sense precautions to take 
to insure a quick and successful execu- 
tion, Was so nervous that he might 
have made any horrible mistake. 

“This was in Mississippi, when I was 
about 20 years of age. The sheriff, 
when he heard my views on the sub- 
ject, appealed to me, being a nervous, 
highly imaginative man himself. and 
fearful that he would finally have to 
do the work with his own hands. I 
hanged the man, a negro, and I be- 
lieve I did him the best turn that was 
ever done him in his life. 

“I remain a hangman today because 
I have made a study of the work:from 
the dey of that first execution of mine. 
and I sincerely feel that I should 
give the benefit of my experience to 
other poor devils who otherwise might 
fall into no more skilled hands than 
hose I have described. 

“Mind you,” Johnston continued, as 
if resenting some of the printed de- 
scriptions of him, “I have all the sym- 
pathies of any normal man. I do not 
seek this work. I have no morbid 
desire to see such things. In every 
case I have been sought out by offi- 
cials and urged to take charge of the 
execution for the sake of the con- 
demned man. 

“Neither do I conduct executions as 
a means of securing a livelihood. f 
don't have to. My regular business is 
team contracting. I have six good 


teams thet are constaptiy employed 


They bring mea sufficient income to 
keep my family comfortably. 

His Early Training on Other Lines. 

“Nor was my rearing or education of 
a kind to lead me into doing this 
work from heartless or wanton mo- 
tives. «My fathter was for several 
terms sheriff of this county. This fact 
might, of course, have given me occa- 
sion to think sometimes, as a boy 
would, of executions, but such matters 
certainly never held my interest long. 
It Was not until I was nearly grown 
that the. circumstances I mentioned 
drew my mind seriously to this sub- 
ject. 

“As for my education, nothing could 
have tended to draw me further away 
from such matters. After attending 
the public schools until I was nearly 
18 years of age, I was sent'‘to Balti- 
more.to study for the priesthood. I 
did not fancy the career planned for 
me, however, and after studying for 
nearly two years I gave it up and re- 
turned home. It was about this time, 
and while visiting another part of the 
state. that I consented, for the reason 
explained, to take charge of the hang- 
ing of that negro. 

“Having an early liking for employ- 
ment on all sorts of construction work, 
I followed this business in various 
places, finally to Costa Rica, where I 
was employed on the construction of 
the government railroad. After two 
years there, during which I saved a 
considerable sum of money, I took a 
trip to Europe and saw a good deal 
of the continent in the year I spent in 
traveling. 

“After my return home it hap- 
pened that at different times various 
sheriffs appealed to me to take charge 
of executions for them, and. having 
given the matter much gerious thought 
after the first execution I spoke of, I 
undertook again to do the work that 
I yet do out of nothing but Sympathy 
for the condemned wretches. 

“I feel about this thing very much 
as I imagine any humane man would 
feel if he saw a crowd of boys, armed 
with sticks and stones, about to set 
upon and put to death some maimed 
and helpless dog that must be killed 
because the possiblity of Saving its 
life had passed. Would not any man 
of humane feelings who saw what Was 
impending for the dog, and who hap- 
pened to have a gun or pistol in the 
house, feel that he ought to stop the 
boys and use the better means he had 
of dispatching that helpless dog? Yet 
killing a dog might be very distaste- 
ful to that man, even under the cir- 
cumstances described. But what of 
the dog? Ought not somebody think 
of even a dog so situated”” 

Has Pat Forty-three Men to Death. 

“How many men have you hanged, 
Johnston?” I asked. 

“Let's see—43, I believe—yes, 43,”" he 
said slowly, like a man trying to be 
exact in a statement. “Some of the 
executions were in Florida, but most 
of them were in Louisiana ang Missis- 
sippi. They were about equally di- 
vided between white men and ne- 
groes.” 

“Did you sucgpeed in breaking the 
necks of every one of these men?’ I 
inquired further.

wanted for cutting a small boy. Pierre, 
you know, held the officer’s arms be- 
hind his back while Honore, another 
‘saint’ of the ‘council’ cut his throat. 

“Well. I hanged them both from the 
same scaffold and it was Pierre's own 
fault that his neck was not broken, I 
cautioned him not to move his head 
after I had adjusted the noose, but 
he moved it despite my second warn- 
ing, given him just before I sprung 
the trap. The result was that the 
knot was slipped around to the back 
of his head and his neck was not 
broken by the drop. I don't believe, 
however, that he suffered at all. The 
fall rendered him instantly uncon-— 
scious. In fact, I don’t believe any 
man would suffer if he was given 
the proper drop, whether his neck 
was broken or not. 

Matter of the “Proper Drop.” 

“and this matter of the proper drop 
in each case has to be mighty carefully 
determined. Too long a drop for a 
heavy man might jerk his head from 
hiis body, and too short a drop for 
a light man might not break his 
neck. or even shock him into uncon- 
instantly. A condemned 
should be weighed just before 
his execution. Some mer@ Mose and 
others gain weight from loug confine- 
ment, and a few pounds pull, more or 
less, on the rope might make @ serious 
difference in results. Too often are 
they led out to a gallows arranged 
to allow a drop which has been cal- 
culated with regard only to the man’s 
weight when he entered prison. 

“The public,” continued Johnson, 
“has many mistaken notions about 
the appearance of the corpse of a 
man who has been hanged. The popu- 
lar idea is that it presents a ghastly 
sight, with protruding eyes and tongue 
and swollen features. AS a matter 
of fact. however, this is not the case 
when the neck has been broken. 
The eyes are closed and the face pre- 
sents a most natural appearance.” 

“How much are you paid for execut- 
ing a man?’ I asked Johnson. 

“From $100 to $500,” he answered, 
“aecording to the distance I have to 
travel, the time I have to wait at the 
place of execution, and whether I 
also have to superintend the construc- 
tion of the gallows or build it by con- 
tract. Of this money. however, I have 
never used a cent for personal wants, 
but it has gone to help many another 
person who needed help. If it wasn't 
for the expense and the time I lose 
from my regular business, I wouldn't 
charge a penny for an execution. I 
would be satisfied to know that the 
condemned man had been executed Dy 
no worse hands than mine.” 

Johnston's assertion as to what use 
he made of this money was in a meas- 
ure borne out by the reputation I 
found he had in the town in which 
he lived. A number of persons told 
me he was the Kind of a man who 
would give the coat on his back to 
any one in distress, and that his im- 
pulsively sympathetic nature had fre- 
quently been imposed upon. 

Invents Automatic Gallows. 

"Ts it true that you have invented a 
gallows with a trap that does not re- 
quire a human hand to spring it?” I 
asked Johnston next. 

“Yes,” “he answered. “I have been 
working along that line for two years, 


in San Antonio, Texas, is 
with me on the invention. A model of 
the gallows built of wood was erected 
in San Anotino about fourteen months 
ago. The model we are working on 
now, however, will be constructed en- 
tirely of steel. It will be of knock- 
down pattern, and the whole gallows 
can be packed into two boxes, one 
about 7 feet and the other about 12 
feet long, and both about 4 feet high 
and 8 feet wide. This can be trans- 
ported easily and cheaply from one 
part of a state to another, and can 
also be unpacked and erected in two 
hours. 

“The mechanism which springs the 
trap operates something like the time 
lock on a bank safe. It is a strong 
clock-like arrangement of springs and 
cogs, placed beneath the scaffold, 
which can be set to spring the trap at 
any moment desired, 

Little Work for Human Hands. 

“Once the mechanism ig set in mo- 
tion a cog moves slowly along a 
traveler, similar to that seen in a saw- 
mill, until the time set for it to 
spring the trap, when, with a slight 
elick, ifs work is done. All that a hu- 
man hand has to do is to time it ac- 
cording to the hour fixed in the death 
warrant and set the unseen mechanism 
going. This can be done before the 
condemned man is led from his cell. 
Skilled hands, of course, will have to 
bind him and adjust the noose, and 
place the knot at the proper point un- 
der th@ jaw. What the mechanical 
gallows obviates is the necessity for 
the use of a human hand to give the 
actual final stroke wrth the sharp- 
edged hatchet, which severs the cord 
that springs the trap and lets jhe 
body shoot downward through the 
double doors to the death the law has 
decreed it should go to.” 

“It is reported, Johnston,” 
“that you have advanced an idea of a 
new form and method of executing 
condemned persons. Is this true?” 

“T have certainly given a lot of 
thought to the various ways that it 
has occurred to me men might be ex- 
ecuted wjth the least possible physica! 
pain and mental torture,” Johnston 
answered. “I believe hanging to be as 
good a form as electrocution, and per- 
haps we can really reason more ac- 
curately about the probable certainty, 
quickness, and permanency of the un- 
conscious state produced by hanging 
than we can about the same question 
in electrocution. The latter method 
may carry with it less of the so-called 
grewsome procedure, but if there ever 
is an act of men in which actual re- 
sults should be considered far above 
appearances or anything

Would Work on Humane Lines. 

“To escape from all semblance of 
barbarity the one thing considered 
should be results. I have sometimes 
thought that the fewer false notions 
the enlightened world displays in the 
swift, sure methods it employs to put 
hopelessly injured animals to death 
shows a greater kindness to the dumb 
things than is shown to human beings 
condemned to die. 

“Since the real object to be attained 
when a man is condemned to be ex- 
ecuted is to take away his life, why

“Thinking over this question has 
convinced me that we could find no 
surer or more humane form of execu- 
tion than asphyxiation—and that, too, 
while the doomed creature sleeps in 
the death cell, all unconscious of the 
preparationsto put him to death. A cer- 
taln cell could be buflt in a prison so 
that it could be made sufficiently air- 
tight at the 4esired moment to enable 
the gas let irito it through pipes to do 
its work quickly, and then escape 
through outlet pipes that could be 
opened after the execution. 

Mercy to the Condemned. 

“A condemned person placed In such 
a cell with a warning that death 
would surely come to him at some hour 
when he was asleep and within, say 
four days, would be very certain to 
make whatever spiritual Preparations 
he was likely to make before he fell 
into his first sleep. And &@ man could 
not help sleeping sometimes within 
this period.

Fresh Surprise in the 
Chicago Investigation. 


Secretary of Alderman Mc-

prise was sprung today before the 
committee of judges investigating al- 
seged corruption in the office of the 
jury commissioners here, rivaling in 
interest the developmopts of yesterday, 
when the judges and the siate’s attor- 
ney openly clashed. 

State’s Attorney Wayman today of- 
fered to introduce an alleged confes- 
sion signed by Nicholas J. Martin, 
relative to allegeq tampering with 
jury drawings in the commissioners’ 
office. 

Secretary of Alderman, 

Martin is the private secretary of 
Aiderman Michael Kenna, of the first 
ward, and is under indictment with 
Jury Commissioner John J. Holland 
and others, for complicity in alleged 
illega! drawing of grand and pettt 
juries. 

Judges Barnes, Honore and Rinaker, 
the investigating committee, decided 
that the investigation was a court 
procedure, and the expectation is that 
it will be henceforth be governed by 
the usua] legal rules in the presenta- 
tion of evidence. The judges refused 
to regard the alleged confession as 
evidence, ang declined to permit it to 
be read. 

The alleged confession of Martin, 
according to the state's attorney, tells 
a story of repeated meetings between 
Martin and W. J. Rayburn, indicted 
with Martin.

TO MAKE CHANGES — 
IN FRENCH COURTS 


Presiding Judge Not to 
Prosecute. 


Minister of Justice Barthou 
Will Propose Certain Changes 
in the Procedure of the Trial 


Courts. 


~ 


Paris, November 10.—At the con- 
clusion of the Steinheil case Minister 
of Justice Barthou will propose cer- 
tain changes of procedure in the trial 
courts of France. This decision of 
the minister, made known today, was 
influenced largely by the criticism ex- 
pressed in the United States and Eng- 
land of the methods now in veil 
through the operation of which the 
presiding judge appears in the role of 
prosecutor. 

M. Barthou has been much impressed 
by this foreign comment and pians to 
take from the president of the court 
the function of “interrogatoire’’ and 
confide to the public prosecutor and 
the counsel for the defense-the task 
of examining the accused and the wit- 
nesses. He would restrict the preroga- 
tives of the judge to a practice more 
in keeping with that of the Anglo- 
Saxon countries. It is unlikely, how- 
ever, that any effort will be made to 
abolish the general method of court 
procedure in all . Latin countries 
through which the examining magis- 
trate in an exhaustive preliminary in- 
vestigation collects testimony often 
not strictly admissible under Anglo- 
Saxon rules of evidence, up§8n which 
the state establishes in its case against 
the accused. 

It is the belief of many American 
lawyers here that in civil cases which 
are not tried before a jury the French 
system permitting the introduction of 
indirect evidence, and even the opinion 
of witnesses, frequently enables the 
judge to arrive at a conclusion more 
certainly just than does the practice of 
similar courts in the United States and

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WOMAN'S LOVER 
STANDS BY HER 


Borderel Takes Stand for 
Mme. Steinheil. 


He Declares That He Does Not 
Believe She Killed Her Hus- 
band and Mother-in-Law. 
Servants Also Give Favorable 
Evidence for the Woman. 


Paris, November 10.—The testimony 
today in the trial of Mme. Steinheil, 
charged with the murder of her hus- 
band and her stepmother, was distinct- 
ly favorable to the defendant. Mariet- 
ta Wolf, the cook in the Steinheil 
household, and her son, Alexandre, 
whose appearance was awaited with 
profound interest, threw no new light 
on the mystery, but by a further mass 
of corftradictions strengthened the im- 
pr.ssion in the accused’s favor. Mme, 
Steinheil’s nurse also retracted her 
previous deposition, in which she ex- 
pressed the opinion that the defend- 
ant’s illnese after the crime was sim- 
ulated, and Maurice Borderel, a 
weatlhy merchant, whom the state as- 
sumes Mme. Steinheil desired to marry, 
testified to his absolute belief in her 
innocence. 

Case Breaking Down. 

The state's circumstantia] case 
against Mme. Steinheil seems to be 
rapidly breaking down, and ti is al- 
ready rumored that the trial may be 
abandoned and a new investigation or- 
dered. Anti-Dreyfus papers like The 
Libre Parole and The Patrie have 
again begun to revamp their previous 
insinuations, that the crime involved 
a political plot for the destruction of 
evidence regarding the death of ex- 
President Felix Faure, which the anti- 
Dreyfusards never have ceased to 
claim was due to foul play, because, 
as they alleged, M. Faure opposed the 
revision of the Dreyfus case. 

Faure’s Name Mentioned. 

Louls Anthene Gregori, who shot 
Major Dreyfus at the canonization of 
Zola in the Pantheon, in 1908, has writ- 
tea an open letter to M. DeValles, the 
presiding judge, demanding that he 
be heard on the subject of the death 
of the former president, and the anti- 
Dreyfusards seek to give color to their 
insinuations by emphasizing the veil- 
ed threats which Mme. Steinheil re- 
peatedly made in open court to reveal 
her relations with prominent men in 
every walk of life, if driven to bay. 
udge DeValles, however, evidently as- 
sumes that former intrigues have no 
bearing on the case, and twice has 
practically defied her to draw in what- 
ever scandal and names she pleased. 
“You may name whom you will,” he 
has said to her.

PELLAGRA CAUSED 
DEATHS AT PRISON 


Dr. Kerr, Surgeon at Anderson- 
ville, Reads Paper at 
Convention. 


New Orleans, November 10.—That 
hundreds of deaths which occurred at 
the confederate prison at Anderson- 
ville, Ga., during the summer of 1864 
were not due to typhoid fever, as then 
supposed, but were caused by pellagra 
was the opinion expressed before the 
Southern Medical Convention here this 
afternoon by Dr. J. W. Kerr, of Corsi- 
cana, Texas. Dr. Kerr, who was sur- 
geon at the Andersonville prison, de- 
scribed the symptoms of the disease 
which attacked the inmates so fatally 
at that time, and in nearly every par- 
ticular they were recognized as being 
characteristic ef pellagra. 

This view was further strengthened, 
Dr. Kerr said, by the fact that musty 
or spoiled corn, generally accredited 
by the medical fraternity as being per- 
haps the cause of pelfagra, constituted 
the main diet of the prisoners, be- 
cause of inability to furnish them other 
supplies. 

The consensus of opinion among the 
physicians who presented papers on 
the subject was that pellagra was at- 
tributable to spoiled corn.

MORSE. FICHTING 
TO ESCAPE PEN 


Banker's Case Goes to 
U. S. Supreme Court. 


In Petition for Writ of Certio- 
rari Morse’s Counsel Asserts 
That Case Is Without Paral- 

Morse Didn’t 


Washington, November 10.—A peti- 
tion for a writ of certiorari to have 
the supreme court of the United States 


review the judgment of the circuit 
cotrt of appeals in New York, in the 
case of Charlies W. Morse, the “Ice 
King,” convicted of misapplication of 
the funds of the National Bank of 
North America, was filed today in the 
higher tribunal by Martin W, Littie- 
ton, counsel for ‘Mr. Morse. 

Formal presentation of the motion 
will be made by Mr. Littleton next 
Monday. Mr. Morse is.under sentence 
of fifteen years’ imprisonment in the 
federal prison at Atlanta. 

Case Without Parallel. 


“The supreme court will gearch the 
records of criminal cases in vain to 
discover a parallel to this case,” de- 
clared Mr. Littleton, in his petition. 
He charged that the naked facts in the 
case were “over-dressed,” in the in- 
dictment of Morse, that when properly 
understood and clearly stated, they 
“show that the petitioner did no. more 
than procure others to make loans at 
the bank, supported by ample collat- 
eral, which loans he informed the bank 
were his, in fact, and pledged his then 
sufficient fortune to their payment; 
that the loans were from time to time 
paid off, and the bank allowed to take 
the profit in the rise of the collateral 
which took place from time to time.” 

Debauchery of Pleading. 

The freedom allowed to Insert in the 
indictment several counts, he urged, 
had been “perverted into a perfect de- 
bauchery of pleading.” The practice 
of setting up as many features of al- 
leged criminal conduct as would insure 
the government against an unfortunate 
technical lapse had been employed, he 
said, “to smother the issue, obscure 
the questions to be decided, and con- 
found the jury in a  0»bewildering 
plethora of turbid phraseology.” 

Mr. Littleton claimed that the trial 
court erred in submitting, on the mis- 
application counts, the intent to de- 
ceive, which was not alleged in the 
indictment, and that the sentence was 
void, because Morse had been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for _ fifteen 
years on the count, when under the 
statute he could only be sentenced not 
to exceed ten years.

Washington, November 10.—After an 
absence of more than three months, 
during which he has made a 13,000- 
mile trip through the west and south- 
west, President Taft sleeps tonight in 


the white house. 

He left the capitol August 6 
with the cheers of the crowds ringing 
in his ears. He returned tonight to 
the tune of the same cheers, but he 
tarried only a moment with the various 
welcoming parties. His obiective point 
was the white house. and as quickly 
as he could get away from brief 
epeeches of welcome, he climbed into 
his big automobile. The chauffeur 
broke all the speed records for the 
district on the last leg of the presi- 
dent’s record-making journey. 

No Demonstration at White House. 

‘There was no demonstration at the 
white house. The special police kept 
the curious outside the grounds, and 
when Mr. Taft alighted and ran quick- 
ly up the steps he turned for a moment 
and waved a smiling farewell to Fred 
Carpenter, his secretary, Colonel Spen- 
cer Cosby and Captain Archie Butt, 
his two military aides, who had ac- 
companied him from the station. Then 
the big swinging doors of the white 
house swallowed_ him. 

The president shook hands with the 
two negro doormen. who were smilfng 
a welcome that showed every tooth 
in their heads. He did not show him- 
self again tonight. not even to visit 
the executive office, which was lighted 
and decorated for the president's in- 
spection. 

When the train rolled in from Rich- 


last, 


mond on time, at 8:35 o*clock, there was , 


an imposing throng of persons on the 


platform. 
Frock-Coated and Silk-Hatted. 

A minuté before the train pulled in 
some diversion was caused bv a com- 
mittee of ten members from the cham- 
ber of commerce filing down the broad 
stairway. Frock-coated and silk- 
hatted. thev marched to the platform 
two abreast and took up their stand 
where the president's car would stop. 

The president stepped for a minute 
from the train to an accompaniment

vou back to the capital on behalf of 
the members of the chamber of com- 
merce,” said President Gude, of that 
body. capturing Mr. Taft immediately. 

“Thank you,” replied the president, 
removing his hat and smiling benign- 
antly upon the crowd.

I'm back 
again, feeling ivst as well ak when 
I went away. or even feeling better.” 

Mr. Taft then made his way up the 
stairs and across the concourse of the 
atation to the waiting room set aside 
for the president's use. Everyone ex- 
cept the members of the cabinet was 
excluded. ‘ 

Weartnng Apparel Ethics Violated. 
_In spite of the “dress rehearsal” of 
the ‘cabinet. held at the department of 
justice last Monday night, there were 
some violations of ethics !n wearing 
apparel. Secretary Nagel daringly 
wore a white tie with his frock coat 
and silk hat. and this lapse seemed to 
jar the esthetic natures of s>me of 
his fellow statesmen. In any event. 
fiecretary Nagle and other mer bers of 
the cabinet disappeared quickly, leav- 
ine Secretary Knox and Postmaster 
General Hitchcock with the president. 
The three conversed earnestly for two 
or three minutes. after which Mr. Taft 
made his way to the white house au- 
tomobile. 

The president did not appear to Fave 
been fatigued by his long trip. Appar- 
ently he was no stouter than when 
he left in the summer, although it was 
whispered among his intimates that he 
had pigked up several pounds as a re- 
sult of his lengthy course of banquet- 
ting. When asked about it, he laugh- 
ingzlv spread out his arms and invited 
inspection. 

His 266th Speech. 

When President Taft spoke at the 
city auditorium in Richmond this aft- 
ernoon. he made bis two hundred and 
sixty-sixth speech of the long trip, 
which .according to the itinerary, con- 
@isted of 12.759" miles. but with side 
trips. amounted to more than 13,000 
miles. 

Mr. Taft leaves tomorrow afternoon 
for Middletown and Hartford, Conn., 
and in the meantime must deliver an 
address in Washington tomorrow be- 
fore the Layvmen’s Missionary Society. 

The president returns to Washington 
shortiv before noon on Saturday, ane 
Monday morning will settle down to 
the roytine work of his office. His 
message to congress is so well defined 
in his mind and has been se well out- 
lined in his speeches that it will re- 
quire but a brief time in dictation. 

President Taft said tonight that he 
would not make any of the important 
diplomatic appointments that are pend- 
ing until after January 1. | He will not 
fill the vacancy on the supreme bench

‘Sheriff Davis 
and a deputy walked quietly down to 
the Illinois Central station and board- 
ed the train. The patrol wagon was 
brought near the jail, and Chief of 
Police ,Egan, with three poltcemen. 
rushed James out. placed him in the 
wagon and drove rapidly to Fourteenth 
street, where the train was stopped 
and the negro placed on board in 
charge of the sheriff. 

Information has been received here 
saying Sheriff Davis took James off 
the train at Dongola, Il., to avold a 
mob which had formed at Anna to 
lynch him. Angpa is the former home 
of Miss Pelley. 


will bring the negro back to Mound 
City, eight miles above Cairo, and 
lodge him in the Pulaski county jail. 

If James is put in a jail in this 
vicinity, the structure is sure to be 
stormed. 

A long distance telephone message 
from Dongola, Ill., said that after

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FIREMEN ASK 
WAGE INCREASE 


Demand Made of West- 
ern Roads. 


| Approximately Twenty-five 
Thousand Men Are Involved. 
Increase Desired Is from 20 
to 25 Per Cent---They Urge a 


Hearing.

Chicago, November 10.—Locomotive 
firemen of forty-two railroads west of 
Chicago today filed demands for a 
wage increase of from 20 to 25 per cent. 
Approximately 25,000 men are involved 
and their territory covers all the west, 
southwest and northwest. 

Coupled with the demands for higher 
wages is another demand for recogni- 
tion of the claim of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen to legislate for 
engineers who are members of the 
firemen’s organization. 

No time limit is set for an answer to 
the demand, but the firemen urge that 
they be given a hearing before the 
committee of managers representing 
the raflroads in the west so as to ex- 
pedite the negotiations and make uni- 
form schedules. 

Demand Firemen Make. 

In substance the Aemands 
general managers are: 

Firemen in passenger service 20 per 
cent increase over existing rates; fire- 


men on through and irregular freight, 
local freight and mixed train service,

cent increase; right to establish 
seniority date for engineers promoted 
from ranks of firemen. The last de- 
mand is feared by the railroad man- 
agers for the reason that it may in-

OR the woman of forty there exists 
the two equal dangers of excessive 
leanness or excessive fat. Forty, @ 
mid@e ground of age, is not a mid- 

die ground of weight. Nature's tendency 
is to smother old age in disfiguring layers 
of f-+. or permit the soul to wear through 
its thin, enveloping layer of body. As per- 
sons grow old they must battle the bent 
toward coarse obesity, or toward wraith- 
like thinness. The tendency begins to 
manifest itself at or before forty. 

This tendency the woman of forty must 
meet and conquer with the weapon of in- 
telligence. A critical survey of her figure 
in a duplex or triple mirror will reveal the 
truth. Has Nature designed her for a 
spare old woman or a fat old woman? She 
must decide, and having decided she must 
checkmate Nature, which is prodigal and 
inclined toward extremes. 

If Nature’s plan is toward thinness she 
must bountifully nourish her body, shut- 
ting all the gates to aenemia. She would 
better adopt the European custom of fre- 
quent light meals instead of the American 
One of fewer and heavy ones. It is better 
for persons of any age to eat every three 
hours a little than to eat every five hours 
@ great deal. 

For the woman of forty who fears that 
the angles of age will crowd out the 
curves of youth, it is well to take her 
breakfast in bed. It should be a light 
breakfast, for the stomach is sluggish in 
the morning and protests against hard 
stints before noon. She should begin with 
a cup of hot water for her complexion’s 
sake, American specialists insist, and I 
yield them the courtesy of compliance, 
though personally 1 prefer cool, not quite 
cold, never ice, water. This slowly sipped 
should be followed by toast well buttered, 
or a cereal, and a cup of mild cocoa or 
chocolate. If made half with milk, half 
water, it will the better serve her purpose.

NVPNOTIST HELD 
FOR MAN'S DEATH 


Somerville, N. J., November 10.—As 
a sequel of the autopsy performed last 
night on the body of Robert Simpson, 
the hypnotic subject whom Arthur Ev- 
erton, a hypnotist, could not bring to 
consciousness after having placed him 
in a hypnotic state, there has arisen 
an interesting legal problem. 

It was disclosed at the autopsy that 
Simpson’s death was due to a rupture 
of the aorta. To just what measure of 
responsibility, if any, Everton will 
finally be held by the law, is a question 
which is puzzling the legal expetrs. 

The atitopsy last night was delayed 
until a professional hynotist had had 
an opportunity to make one last effort 
to restore animation in Simpson's body. 
There was not the slightest response, 
and the examination following indi- 
cated to the physicians that death had 
resulted immediate] yafter the collapse 
of the subject from the rigid’ state in 
which the hypnotist had placed him. 

Everton, it was said by the authori- 
ties here today, would be held to await 
the action of the December grand jury, 
and in the meantime would be admitted 
to bail. 

It was said, however, that this pro- 
cedure was incumbent upon the author- 
ities in case of any death, and it was 
not likely that any responsibility for 
Simpson’s death would fall upon the 
hypnotist in view of the result of the 
autopsy last night. 

The coroner will not hold an inquest

clerk, and curiously examining the 
hotel registers for the possible ar- 
rival of friends.

STYLED A PLAGUE 
BY JEROME JONES 


Atlantan Scores ‘Canada 
for Canadians” Cry. 


Jones Says Movement Is as 
Odious as the Open Shop 
Policy --- Resolution Is Intro- 
duced Attacking the Steel 
Trust. 


Toronto, November 10.—‘This  na- 
tional plague” was the term applied 
today by Jerome Jones, of Atlanta, Ga., 
to the “Canada-for-Canadians” move- 
ment, known as the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Labor, in his report to the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 


Labor. 

Mr. Jones was the fraternal! delegate 
of the federation to the Canadian 
Trades Congress convention, held at 
Quebec last September. 
for Canadians,’” said Mr. Jones, “is 
as odious to the Canadian Trades Con- 
gress as the non-union or open shop 
policy is to the men and women of 
labor in the states.” 

The day’s proceedings were enliven- 
ed by an address on the woman suf- 
frage question by Mrs. Frances Squire 
Potter, a former professor in the Unt- 
versity of Minnesota. She aroused the 
delegates to more enthusiasm than has 
been shown since the convention met 
on Monday. 

Steel Trust Attacked. 

Several resolutions were received, but 
not read, one of them, introduced by 
President P. J. McArdle, of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, deciaring conditions in 
the United States Steel Corporation to 
be the worst with which organized la- 
bor has to contend, and recommending 
that means be devised for making more 
effective the Strikes of the affillated 
organizations now pending. 

The delegates from the Des Moines 
and Sioux City Central bodies were 
barred from the convention, on the 
ground that their organizations hac 
harbored seceding electrical workers, 
thus intensifying internecine bitterness. 
Thus far, the convention has been rea- 
sonably harmonious, but when the 
electrical workers’ fight reaches’ the 
floor, as it seems likely to do, a lively 
session may be expected. Max Hayes, 
of Cleveland,.-a member of the Interna- 
tional Typographical delegation, is ex- 
pected to present the case of the seces- 
sionists. 

Rochester, N. Y.; St. Louts, Mo., and 
Atlanta, Ga. are bidding for next 
year’s convention, with St. Louis ap- 
parently in the lead.

Rebuke Given Gompers. 

Washington, November 10.—A re- 
buke was today issued to Samuel Gom- 
pers, John Mtichell and Frank Morri- 
son, the American Federation of La- 
bor officials convicted of contempt of 
court, by Simon Burns, the general 
master workman of the general assem- 
bly, Knights of Labor. In his annual 
report to the general assembly of his 
organization he characterized the at- 
titnde of these labor leaders toward 
the contempt proceedings as “a wilful, 
premeditated violation of the law.’ 

“There is no trust or combination 
of capital in the world,” he said, “that 
violates laws any oftener than the 
trust labor organizations.”

Declare Sanitarium 
Fine Condition. 


‘Dr. Thomas R. Wright, Mem- 
ber Board of Trustees, Says 
Sanitarium Is as Good as 
Those in East. 


Milledgeville, Ga.. November 10.— 


'(Special.)—Sanitarium investigation 
was interesting in every way Wed- 
nesday and much important testimony 
was brought out by the investigators. 

Dr. L. M. Jones, superintendent of 
the inst@tution, was first to go on the 
witness stand and recounted twenty- 
six years’ experience with the work 
inow in hand, having served a long 
time as physician before being pro- 
imoted to his present position. He 
‘stated that the institution is now in 
‘better condition than at any e dur- 
ing his association with the business, 
‘and that at no time have any offend- 
jing attendants been allowed to remain 
lwith the sanitarium. He testified that 
all reports were rendered to him and 
personally supervised, and conse- 
quently he knew the entire situation 
very thoroughly. 

Dr. John W. Mosely stated he knew 
of no instances where abuses were 
/not promptly remedied. Dr. A. Y. Lit- 
‘tle testified he had charge of the af- 
fairs of the female department, hav- 
ling three hundred patients under his 
immediate eare. He stated all nurses 
| were weli qualified to hold their posi- 
‘tions, attending lectures twice week- 
ily, and are able to diagnose the physi- 
‘eal condition of the patients under 
‘their care. 

Geod as Other Asylums. 


Dr. Thomas R. Wright, of Augusta, 
was placed on the stand under oath 
and requested to give comparative 
\statement of the condition of the 
Georgia sanitarium. He declared, aft- 
ler an exhaustive examination he 
ifound the conditions in New York, 
|\Pennsylvania, Ohio and the United 
States hospital at Washington to be 
‘no better than here, despite the fact 
lthat larger appropriations are given 
ithem. He is a rhember of the board of 
|trustees, and one of the best known 
| physicians in the state, and recently 
imade a trip north with Dr. Thomas M. 
Hall, of Milledgeville, to inspect 
‘northern institutions 
| The investigating committee in- 
| Spected the negro buildings and de- 
‘cided that new walls were needed, 
\through all the buildings. It is yn- 
iderstood they found satisfactory con- 
'ditions prevailing, plenty of fresh air, 
‘no patients made to work unless they 
\desired to do so, but all required to 
itake outdoor exercise ix good weath- 
er. Investigation will continue tomor- 
row.
